Next  came  two  victories 
before  home  crowds  against  Mars  Hill  and 
Newberry.  Then  came  another  revenge  victory 
over  Emory  &  Henry  away  from  home.

With  the  score  tied  7-7  in  the  last  quarter,  Guil- 
ford kicked  a  32-yard  field  goal.  That  gave  the 
Quakers  a  10-7  lead.  Barry  Lutz  ran  the  kick-off 
back  to  the  31  yard  line,  and  then,  in  the  next  five 
plays  the  Blue-and-White  drove  into  the  end  zone. 
The  game-winning  score  was  a  38-yard  touchdown 
pass  from  John  Scott  to  Dave  Robbins.  Then  the 
defense  held  on  and  forced  Guilford  to  surrender  the 
football  and  the  Indians  ran  out  the  clock.

In  the  annual  Turkey  Bowl  game  against  the  arch-rival 
Bears  of  Lenoir  Rhyne,  the  Indians,  before  a  home  crowd 
of  5,000  fans,  turned  to  their  strength  of  the  previous  sea- 
son to  wrestle  a  24-19  victory  in  a  fight  right  down  to  the 
finish.  This  strength  was  the  forward  pass.  The  two  hero 
awards  of  this  game  went  to  scrambling  quarterback  John 
Scott,  and  quick  split  end  Dave  Robbins.
